Eighty-seven per cent of Anti- 
och's more than 500 water users 
will receive- no increase in their 
water rates under a schedule pro- 
posed to the village board by the 
firm' of Benjamin and' Lang, bond 
house that -handled the village's re- 
cent bond ' issue to pay 'for the new 
water well and sewer extension, 

Harold Warren, representing the 
bond house, told the board Tues T , 
day night that the users of .large 
amounts of ^village water were get? 
ting-^tt for -less than coat'' and ho 
recommended an increase in rate 
for. them. 

' While no action was' taken oh the 
proposal, the board is inclined to 
accept the schedule and in addition 
has decided to eliminate the 10 per 
cent 'discount, for all users. Tills 
plan would add about 12 cents a 
month to the average water bill; 

The proposed schedule would 
place the cost of both the sewer and 
water service to users of water 
from 1,000 to 6,000 gallons at SOc a 
thousand; 7,000 to 15,000 gallons, 
SOc; 16,000 to 20,000 gallons, 47c; 
21,000 .to 25,000 gallons 44c; 26,000 
to 50,000 gallons,' 40c; 51,000 to 
100,000 gallons, 35c; and all over 
100,000 gallons, 30c. 

Over 'the 25)000 gallon limit the 
breakdown is 25c for water and 15c 
for-sewer servicej^over 50,000 the 
water rate is 20c and the sewer 
service 15c and that is the lowest 
the water rate goes, but over 100,000 
gallons of water the sewer rate 
drops to 10c., 

Tlie increased rates are .expected 
to -bring an additional reyenue of 
$1,500 which will pay the cost of 
the new well and sewer. 

The rate for large volume users 
has been lie a thousand which Is 
less than it costs the village to pump 
the later, let alone supply it. The 
new- rate of 20c will see bills of 
large consumers nearly, doubled, > 
'"Warren said; however, ;- that the 
rates* are still low in comparison 
with other villages. 

President James McMlllen said 
that the plan comes too late for the 
present quarter and that if adopted 
it will be put into effect May 1.

event the Crown Realty Company 
transferred title to the subdivision, 
or turned the roads and water mains 
over to the village against whom we 
could not take action in collecting 
money due Mr. -Reimers," Atty. 
Sikes explained. 

Sikes said that Mark and Joseph 
Horwitz, owners of the subdivision, 
had promised, a note, but at the last . 
minute refused to give it, although 
Reimers asked no interest and gave 
the firm 24 months In which to pay. 
Now the village cannot take over 
the streets and water mains because 
the Crown Realty Company cannot 
provide waivers on the indebted- 
ness.

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How Strong Are Wc? 

As n new year begins, it Is the part of wisdom 
for a nation, like a business, to review Us assets and 
■ its liabilities. ' 

. On the credit side, the United States has an un- 
rivaled standard of living, Our men and women en- 
joy wages and - working conditions superior to those 
existing anywhere else. The tide of goods and ser- 
vices that flow endlessly along the American produc- 
tion and distribution line staggers the imagination. 
Materially speaking, business, agriculture and labor 
are doing y/eM. 

We have a political system which comes as 
close to being responsive to the wishes of the people 
| as anyone can conceive of. In the last presidential elec- 
tion the people removed from power a party which 
lias been in control for 20 years and put another in Its 
place. In some future election' the party now In 
power will be replaced. But' no heads' roll; no purges 
are held; the ioscrs arc not liquidated. All are free 
to air their views. 

We are no longer actually at war, unsatisfactory 
as the Korean situation is. It recent reports are cor- 
rect, our military strength and that of Western Europe 
have shown remarkable improvement. The chance of 
another world "war is less than it was. , 

So much for the credit side of the ledger. What 
of the debits? 

The most disheartening domestic development of 
recent times has been the growing dependence of mil- 
lions of people on government, mainly the federal gov- 
ernment, to provide services and benefits that, if a 
iree system U to be preserved, must remain the re- 
sponsibility of the individual and the family group. 
There bas been a blind seeking for a kind of cradle- 
to- the-grave security whose end, in the sweep of his- 



tory, has always been the sapping of moral fiber and 
spiritual values and ultimate slavery. The most [ob- 
vious manifestations of super-government are crush- 
ing taxes and mounting national debts, ond the inevi- 
table undermining of economic and political free- 
doms. 

Another phase of the debit side is found Infthc 
long strides that have been made in either socializing 
outright American enterprises and resources, or In 
subjecting them to so much government dictntion jand 
control that socialization comes ever nearer. Andfao- 
cialism, historically, Is but the forerunner of commun- 
ism or some similar system of government, by oppres- 
sion and terror. 

It is "true that ourp'fesent government is pledged 
to reverse this' deadly process. It Is trde that some 
heartening steps in fhst direction have been made."; It ' 
is equally true thnt the forces that would- destroy our 
free system and replace it with a very different kind , 
of system. arc still awaiting their chance, 

■ As a matter of self preservation we must put the ' 
welfare of the nation first In considering the Important 
national issues, because our jobs, our businesses, our 
farms, and our liberties depend upon the perpetua- 
tion of a strong nation of self-governing people. 

What trie decision will be depends entirely upon, 
our moral strength. Will we welcome policies and 
programs that are in accord with the philosophy of 
maximum freedom for all — and will we accept the 
temporary financial dislocations that such policies and 
programs may create? It will not be easy to end the 
era of do-all, give-ail government. But, if the tra- 
ditions and Ideals to which we all pay Up service, 
and which have made us great and strong arc to be 
preserved, it is as necessary as the air we breathe. 

Nineteen fifty-four will bo a year to test whether 
the American people will have what it takes to main- 
tain themselves as independent individuals.
